at Son ’s Funeral 


Decries Effort. to Make 
Political Capital of Those 


Who Died Death of 
Patriots. 


Adel, Ga., Septemker 1.—(Specia!l.) 
At the funeral of Robert J. Han- 
cock the soldier son of J. J. Han- 
cock, an esteemed farmer of Len- 
nox, Cook county, €n Incident oc- 
curred that thrilled the patriotic 
impulse of the community. 

When the Otranto was sunk in 
the fall of 1918, there were quite 
a number of south Georgian boys 
aboard the ill-fated vessel, a large 
number of them being from Ber- 
rien and Cook counties. Amcng the 
number was Robert J. Hancock, 
who was trained at Fort Screven. 
near Savannah, and who was going 
abroad for service. 

The bodies of many of these 
brave soldiers were rescued and 
during the past week or so they 
have been returned to their Ber- 
rien and Cook county homes for 
burial. : 
Vampires at Work. 

Strange to say, certain followers 
of “both Hardwick and Watson of 
this community have been adroitly 
seeking to poison: the minds of the 
relatives of these dead heroes by 
blaming the government for their 
deaths. . 

Only a few days ago Hardwick 
spoke in this section and conveyed 
the idea that the government’s bad 
management of the war was fre- 
sponsiblé for the death of these 
poor boys. 

A great crowd essembled at the 
Brushy Creek Baptist church, at 
Lennox, to attend the funeral of 
Private Robert Hancock. His 
father, J. J. Hancock, being a well- 
known and respected citizen and 
the family enjoying the confidence 
of the whole community, the funeér- 
vl was.made something of a county 
patriotic demonstration. 

Rev. George F. Clark, a prominent | 
Baptist minister of Colquitt coun- 
ty, officiated at the impressive 
services. ; 

Just after the formal ‘fiineral 
services were over the minister said 
he wished to make an announce- 
ment in behalf of J. J. Hancock, 
the father of the brave soldier 
whose remains had been brought 
home for burial. 

Father's Patriotic Message. 

“The statement has been made 
from this county,” seid the. minis- 
ter, “that such men as J. Ji Han- 
cock are resentful against the gov- 


ernmen. for the death of their 
sons, 

“I am requested by Mr. Hancock 
te say to each and every one of 
you that no such resentment is in 
his heart. He knows that his son 
died doing his duty and he knows 
that the government @id the very 
best it could in taking care of its 
soldier boys who crossed the ocean 
in Uncle Sam’s uniform. 

“Some of those noble boys had to 
die, and God decreed that Robert 
Hancock should be one of them. He 
died the death of a patriot, and his 
father being a patriot, is proud of 
the record of such a son, ~—— of 
the great government whose flag 
flies over us all, and he feels that 
the spirit wf his noble boy, if it 
knows what is going on here, would 
be ashamed of the effort to make 
political capital out of go sacred a 
matter.” 

The funeral was one of the most 
impressive ever held in this county, 
and Mr. Hancock has been warmly 
commended on every side on_ the 
patriotic message delivered by the 
minister who conducted the funeral 
services of his son.

GIVE TESTIMONY 
BEFORE -PROBERS 


Chicago, September 1:-—-Officials 
of the democratic national commit- 
tee testified today before the sena- 
torial committee investigating cam- 
paign expenses, that they brought 
no evidence from Governor Cox to 
sustain his charges of a republican 
corruption fund, but that they be- 
Ileved the charges were true. 

George White, recently elected 
chairman of the democratic organ- 
ization, and Wilbur Marsh, its treas- 
urer, both backed their candidate’s 
assertion and, in addition, Mr. Marsh 
produced photographic copies of 
subscription lists to a republican 
book published by William Barnes, 
of The Albany (N, Y.) Evening Jour- 
nal, which he sald fndicated a vioha- 
tion of the federal statutes forbid- 
ding political subscriptions by cor- 
porations. 

Mr. Marsh told Senator Keényon, 
chairman of the investigating com- 
mittee that. the original lists were 
“either in the hands of Governor 
Cox or the department of justice.” 
Asked why they had not been turned 
over at once to the attorney gener- 
al’s office as a basis for possible 
prosecutions, he replied:

Marsh’s Opinion. 

They agreed also there was noth- 
ing in the budget of $3,079,000 pre- 
sented Monday by Will'Hays, chair- 
man of the republican national com- 
mittee, that was in itself “evidence 
of a desire to corrupt the American 
electorate.” Mr. Marsh thought the 
amount named was not excessive for 
a republican camPpaign, but he said 
it*would be far more than was nec- 
essaary for a democratic effort to 
elect a president. 

The officials differed as to the 
amounts need for this year’s cam- 
paign b their party. Mr. White 
made a “strictly personal estimate’ 
of $2,000,000, but Mr. Marsh said this 
was too high a figure, and that in 
the two months remaining before 
election as good a campaign as the 
1916 effort could be conducted for 
$1,200,000. He said hé could “be 
very happy” with that amount at 
the disposal of the national commit- 
tee, he evidence confirmed pre- 
vious assertions that the 1916 cam- 
paign cost the democratic orgnni- 
zation $2,300,000. 

“The Barnes book received con- 
siderab'e attention throughout the 
day. Mr. Marsh exnrlained that to 
hie mind the subscrintion list indi- 
eated a pian to collect large cam- 
paien funds independently of the 
regular republican machinery. He 
said there were several oreaniza- 
tions engaced in similar work; and 
at the behest of Senator Kenyon he 
mentioned the® National Yours Men’s 


Republican arue, the Southern 
Protective Tariff association. the 
committee of American business 


men, the American Defense society, 
and the Republican Publicity asso- 
ciation. 

Organization Letters. 

As he mentioned each organiza- 
tion, the witness submitted a letter 
from its headquarters, whieh, he 
said, bore out his assertions. He 
protested that he did not consider 
the Young Mén’s league reprehen- 
sible im itself; he thought the idea 
of such an organization was a good 
one, and that the democrats had one 
of their own and hoed to revive it. 

“But we financed our league 
through the national committee and 
whatever it collected was turned 
into the committee,’ he said. 

The American defense society was 
similarly indorsed, but he added 
that it was spending money to help 
elect Harding and he thought that 
fact was pertinent to the inquiry. 

There was a deal of discussion 
about the Southern Protective Tar- 
iff association. The letter submit- 
ted from this organization asked 
that $20,000 be collected in Texas 
alone and notations indicated that 
four democrats and eight republic- 
ans already had given $1,000 each 
to the association. Mr. Marsh said 
any one contributing to a protec- 
tive tariff association should be 
classed as a reppiblican and used 
the term “camouflaged democrats 
in this connection. 


Hopes in South, 


Senator Kenyon wanted to know 
if Mr. Marsh thought the republic- 
ans had any reason to spend money 
in southern states and the latter 
retorted that he had heard the re- 
publicans expected go carry North 
Carolina and “on very hopeful days 
extended fhis hope to Texas. 

Senator’ Kenyon asked if the 
league to Enforce Peace was not 
spending considerable money in ad- 
vocacy of the league of nations and 
whether the witness thought the 
democratic national committee ought 
to do that work instead. 

“If you mean the organization 
of which William H. Taft is the 
head, I see no reason why we 
should undertake work that Mr. 
Taft is doing so well for us,” re- 
plied the democratic official. The 
chairman suggested that large ex- 
penditures would not in themselves 
indicate corruption if the work it- 
self was legitimate, and when Mr. 
Marsh reiterafed his opinion that 
waht seemed reasonable to a repub- 
lican was enormous in the sight 
of a democrat, the lowa senator 
said: 

“Well, the democrats have an ad- 
vantage at the start in that they 
do not have to campaign in dozen 
southern states.” ! 


Same Advantage. 


“You have the same advantage in 
some other states,” rejoined Mr. 
Marsh, “and no one Knows one ot 
them better than you do.” 

Senator Spencer, republican, Mis- 
souri, reverted to the Barnes book 
list and after persistent qeustion- 
ing obtained from Mr. Marsh the 
information that he had seen no 
list of subscriptions to the Barnes 
propaganda plan which was head- 
ed “Republicanism of 1920—publish- 
ed by The Albany Evennig Jour- 
nal.” 

“But I do not believe,” explain- 
ed Mr. Marsh, “that The Albany 
Journal head on the; list means any 
other than if I used one of my let- 
ter heads as owner of The Waterloo 
(lowa) Times-Tribune -to appeal to 
citizens of that city to build a 
church.” 

As possible electoral reforms, Mr. 
Marsh advocated legislation class- 
ing as political parties all organi- 
zations engaged in collecting funds 
for political propaganda, and com- 
pelling them to make public reports 
oftheir finances. He also said that 
he favored strongly a law which 
would prevent individuals sending 
money for politiical purposes into 
states of which they were not resi- 
dents, citing as an example of this 
practice $30,000 which he said Cole- 
man DuPont sent to Indiana in 1916. 

List of Contributors. 

Books submitted by Mr. Marsh 
included acomplete list of contrib- 
utors tothe democratic treasury and 
containing thousands of names. The 
witness and Mr. White told the in- 
quisitors that no Iimit had been 
fixed On the size of individual sub- 
scriptions, but that every check was 
scrutinized closely as to its size and 
source. From the list, Senators 
‘Spencer and. Edge learned that the 
largest single subscription was for 
$20,000 from E. A. Rowe, a banker, 
of Boston, Texas. Mr. Marsh  ex- 
plained this amount had been made 
up by several] individuals, with the 
understanding that it was to be re- 
paid from funds colletted from gen- 
eral] subscriptions in the state when 
the machinery of the national com- 
mittee was set fairly in motiorf, 

The republican investigators’ had 
Mr. Marsh identify other contribu- 
tors, brining out that Edward N. 
Hurley, former head of the shipping 
board, had given $5,000, and James 
Gerard, former ambassador to Ger- 
many, $2,000. Then a _ subsciption 
of $1,000 by William G. McAdoo 
was mentioned.

000, and quoted a document marked 
form 101’ as his proof, he was 
speaking of a plan which was never 
adopted.” 

“Form 101” called for such a plan, 
but was “never ratified or put into 
use and was expressly vetoed,” ac- 
cording to the statement which was 
prepared by Harry M. Blair, assist- 
ant to Mr. Upham, the statement 
said. 

“The records in my office,” said 
Mr. Upham’s statement, “show con- 
clusively that the statement of Gov- 
ernor Cox, with reference to plans 
for increasing the Hmit of contri- 
butions, is based upon a suggested 
Plan which was never put into op- 
eration, 

“The facts are simple and I have 
records to back them up. June 14, 
of this year, Harry M. Blair, of my 
office, prepared a tentative cam- 
paign fun plan which proposed 
abandonment of the plan previously 
adopted by the national committee 
to try to keep the limit of contri- 
butions down to $1,000. This was 
in a document, form 101, which Mr. 
Blair prepared and which provided 
that individual subscriptions of 
$5,000 and $10,000 be taken, Sug- 
gestions were made in this tentative 
plan for definite citv quotas. 

“Mr. Blair brought this plan to 
New York, where I was, and pro- 
nosed it, but it was promptly vetoed 
by the committee.

bulletin, and at the close than has 
been experienced for some time, but 
there were scattered showers during 
the middle portion, ard the soil 
still is generally too wet for best 
results. Nevertheless, on account 
of more abundant sunshine, there 
was ,some improvement in crops, 
and the weather was more fapeor - 
able for farm work. 

Fall white notatoes are imvrov- 
ing, continues the synopsis. Sweet 
potatoes continue to do well, and 
are beginning to yield even in the 
northern division. Peanuts - and cane 
continue to do well. Corn is. being 
harvested. in the south. and fodder 
pulling is in progress in most cen- 
tral and northern sections, Pas- 
tures are good and cutting hay is 
under wry. Planting winter vege~ 
tables is beginning’. .on a’ consider- 
able scale. 

Weather prospects for Thursdav 
are favorable. Fair weather 
throughout Georgia is expected. The 
same foreeast anplies to Atlanta 
and vicinity. with slightly cooler 
eonditions indftated. Chief Cline. at 
New Orleans. réports temperatures 
were grénerallv 3 to 8 degrees above 
the normal averacte over the cotton 
belt.

FOR COUNTY VEHICLES 


Althoypgh the county-owned motor 
vehicles are heid to be etempt from 


yin 
Sean sta Wednesday morning 
that all. automobile license tags used 
upon the highways of the _ state 
should be issued from the office of 
the secretary of state in rere to be 
iegal. This opinion was delivered 
at 2 meeting of various state de- 
partments held in the office of the 
secretary of state. The question,of 
the municipal cars was not taken 
up at the meeting Wednesday, but 
will be looked into later. 

The following létter, fully  .ex- 
plaining the situation regarding tlhe 
issuance of motor license tags in the 
state, has been sent out by Secre- 
tary of State S. G. McLendon, to 
state officers whose duty it is to 
enforce the motor vehicle law:

A eonference was held this morn- 
ing in the office of the secretary of 
state, at which were present At- 
torney General R. A. Denny, Super- 
intendent of Education M. L. Brit- 
tain, Chief Engineer of Highway 
Department W. R. Neel and county 
commissioners of Rockdale and De- 
Kalb counties, Frank T. Reynolds, 
secretary of the Georgia Automo- 
Oile association, Sheriff. Lowry, of 
Fulton, and others. 

Substantially, the information pre- 
Sented was that the United Statea 
had contributed.to the state some 
Six or seven hundred motor vehicles 
of different kinds} title to which ‘sg 
in the state of Georgia, possession 
being in the highway commission; 
that a large number of these mo- 
tor vehicles had- been aNotted by 
the highwav department. to. the 
counties and that others would be 
s0 allotted; that the counties were 
the owners of motor vehicles used 
in highway work for which the 
counties had paid. title being in the 
county. 

The attorney general held that 
all guch motor vehicles were jot 
subject to payment of tolls, but that 
for purposes of identification each 
and all of them were compelled to 
cperate under a license tag issued 
by the secretary of state, the law 
being that every owner must regr- 
ister his vehicle or vehicles in te 
office of the secretary of state, that 
he must obtaion a number plate: 
and section 8, “No number plates, 
other than those furnished by the 
Secretary of state, shall be used.” 
Section 27 makes:it a misdemeanor 
“For any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to make, sell or issue any li- 
cense tag or number.” 

Specially Designed Tags. 

The highway department has on 
hand five huncred (500) 
designed metallic tags, less such as 
have been attached to state-owned 
cars, and the attorney general ruled 
that in order that the use of these 
might be lawful, they must be is 
sued bv the secretary of state. It 
was therefore agreed that the state 
highway department would deliver 
to the secretary of state al] un.- 
used and-unissued metallic tags, 
these tags having a black back- 
ground and white letters, and that 
the highway department would also 
furnish the secretary of state an 
application in the usual form of in- 
dividual applications, giving a de- 
scription of each vehicle to which a 
highway tag had been so far at- 
tached, and file these applications 
in the office of the secretary ot 
state. In the future the highwav 
department wil) file similar applica- 
tions and the secretary of state will 
issue these metallic tags to the 
highway department to be attached 
to all vehi¢les contributed by the 
Sovernment and owned by the state 
which are in use by the highway 
department in each county. The 


purpose of the law is to have ir, | 


the secretary of state’s office a com- 
plete record of every motor vehicl 
lawfully authorized to be opé@rate 
on the public highways. Where th3 
highway department distributes mo- 
tor vehicle equipment to counties, 
tags will be issued as above indi- 
cated by the secretary of state on 
the application of the highway de- 
partment, and these tags will -be 
attached to all vehicles contributed 
by the government whether allotteJ 
to counties or operated directly by 
the highway department. Commis- 
sioners, sheriffs and ordinaries, re- 
quired by law to arrest and prose- 
cute every. person operating a car 
without a tag, will therefore accept 
the above described tags of identi- 
fication as lawful authority for their 
operation upon the highways. 

As to motor vehicles now owned 
Dy the counties which were pur- 
chased by the counties and are be- 
ing used in road work by the coun- 
ties. these will, for the present, con- 
tinue to be operated as they are now 
operated; but for next year, a spe- 
cially designed tag will be provided 
which will indteate whether title ty 
the machine is in the state or in 
the county. The publicly: owned ve- 
hicles used in highway work, 
whether used by counties in carry- 
ing on highway work, will not be 
required to pay tolls and bear any 
other authority than the identifica- 
tion tags herein described.

Strong Recommendations 
Made at Opening -Ses- 
sion of American Cotton 
Association at Mont- 
gomery. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 1.— 
Measures to control bear ge Ae 
spot manipulators and the New 
York Cotton exchange ~* contracts, 
recommended by J. Skottowo Wan- 
namaker, president of the American 
Cotton assocition, and an address 
by Dr. Braford Knapp, dean of the 
A. and M. college, of Arkansas, fea- 
tured the open sessions of the or- 
ganization bodies here today. 

Sessions of the cémmon price reec- 
ommendation failed to produce a 
report recommending a minimum 
price for the growing crop, but it 
Was indicated tonight that this fig- 
ure would be between 40 and 45 
cents per pound with an additional! 
1 cent per pound per month after 
October 31,o0r December 1. The 
committee had before it reports 
from every cotton state on the 
cost of producing the 1920 crop, 
these ranging from 35 to 45 cents 


Dr. Knapp this afternoon declared 
an insidious propaganda was being 
waged’in the north against the 
south and the cotton farmer, chief- 
ly because the present democratic 
administration had fixed the price 
of wheat and'‘left cotton alone. He. 
was reading a specia] on the cam- 
paign speech of a northern republi- 
ean senator” in which the latter had 
denounced the south as having made 
a fortu®Me through exploiting the 
nation’s resources. “There are many 
men.” he said. “who blame every 
misfortune on the democratic admin- 
istration and blame you because you 
are democrats. There may be @ 
change in the administration next 
March and. then where will you 
stand?” he continued. 

“The law of supply-and demand 
has been shot to pieces.” Dr. Knapp 
said, “the speculators, manipulators 
and manufacturers know it is nece- 
essary for you to sell and of their 
ability to wait before buying, and 
that the former will so effect the 
market they cah get what they 
want. . 

“England and the world knows 
when fall comes the southern farm- 
er must sell 70 per cent of his 
crop in four months: they Know 
that the regular autumnal dip in 
prices comes every year and all 
they have to do is wait.” He urg- 
ed the southern farmer to stand on 
his own feet: by his own effort. 

Wrefacing his recommendations to 
the association President Wanna- 
maker charged that “as a result 
of bear gamblers. spot mantpula- 
tors and powerful vested interests 
the law of supply and demand in the 
cotton market had been entirely !e- 
nored. This combination,” he said, 
“has taken advantage of credit re- 
strictions and the inability to ar- 
range cregits with central Europe 
to beat the price of cotton far below 
the cost of production.” whereas, he 
said, if the law of supply and de- 
mand were allowed to work it 
would be selling far above the cost 
of production. ' His recommenda- 
tions to protect the farmers were: 

Minimum Price. 


Recommendation of a minimum 
price, retirement of 25 per cent of 
the higher grades for 12 months, 
appointment of committees in each 
state to finance storage cotton, re- 
duction. of 1921 acreage one-third, 
devoting it to food and forage 
crops. . 

Formation of an export corpara- 
tion to.deal with central European 
countries. 

Formation of co-operative mar- 
keting systems in each county and 
state.

New ‘York, September 4.—From 
midnight conferences here Sunday 
between Governor Cox and inter- 
national law authorities on the sub- 
ject of Cbx’s reply to Senator 
Harding’s proposal for a substitute 
league of nations, it is possible to 
anticipate the nature of Cox's next 
league. attack. 

Conversations with some of those 
he talked with leads to the con- 
clusion that Cox’s reply to Harding 
Lwill be divided into two parts: 

First, denial of Harding's claim 
that the present league has been 
abandoned” by European govern- 
ménts and submission of progf that 
the league is functioning on a 
broad scale. 

Second, charge that the Harding 
league proposal goes even further 
in “enforcement” provisions ¢than 
article—ten of the present league, 
which has proved so objectionable 
to many of the republican leaders. 

Among these with whom Cox dis- 
cussed the league = issue 
night was David Hunter 
who was legal adviser for the 
United States at the. peace confer- 
@nce. Miller nad previously pre- 
pared a2 memorandum in which he 
touk up the outstanding features of 
Harding’s address. 

In regard tu Harding’s claim that 
“the league has already been aban- 
doned by Europe” Miller, in his na- 
per, points out the following: 

League Not Abandoned. 


There is to be a meeting of the 
league council September 16; the 
Brussels financial conference, sum- 
moned under the leagu , meets Sep- 
tember 24: the first internationa: 
labor conference met in .1919 aS part 
of the Jéague and adopted interna- 
tional child labor, eight-hour day 
and other “welfare” laws, has since 
met at Genoa and the third is to 
meet at Geneva in 1921. Meantime 
the league, Miller adds, has set up 
the admunistration of the Sarre 
basin, and of-Danzig and has done 
much te check epidemics in central 
Europe. 

In the opinion cf Mr. Millcr, these 
devclopments alone constitute “an 
enormous record -of achievement for 
an organization yet in-its infancy.”

Yield 12,783,000 Bales

Washington, September 1.—Con- 
tinued improvement in the cotton 
crop through August, amounting to 
an increase of more than a quarter 
of a million bales in the month, 
was announced today by the de- 
partment of agriculture in Its fore- 
cast today of a condition of ‘67.5 
and a total production of 12,783,- 
000 bales, based on August 25 con- 
ditions. 

Remarkable growth took place 
during August, officials said, but 
the crop is from two to three weeks 
late and a late fall is necessary for 
favorable termination of the crop. 
Boll weevil damage will be greater 
than usual, they said. 

In a statement commenting on 
cotton conditions the department 

“The cotton plant has grown won- 
derfully during August over the en- 
tire belt as a result of almost con- 
stant rains, but this growth during 
the past two or three weeks has 
been largely at the expense of fruit 
and plant. although large and vig- 
orous, is sappy. The crop, in the 
normally dry areas of Texas and 
Oklahoma where the ample rainfali 
was beneficial, and in all the north- 
ern portion of the belt has shown 
absolute or relative improvement 
for August. Gene.a:lty speaking the 
early set of bolls was satisfactory 
and while the bolls are not now 
present in proportion to the size 
of the plant there is a fairly satis- 
factory set of bolls. 

“The cloudy, wet weather and cooi 


nights with large growth has pre- 
vented the plant from overcoming 
ite initial lateness and it is from 
two to three weeks late over Most | 
of the belt. 

“The moist 


August conditions 


have been very favorable for the 
bol] weevil, which is very active in 
all infested regions, from central 
Texas to central South Carolina. 


‘The loss of a liarge part of the

“Labor conditions may become se- 
rious later wnen the rains permit 
picking, especially if dry, hot 
weathe) should force quick matur- 
ity. but no acute shortage exists 
at present, although labor is gen- 
erally high and insists on shorter 
hours than formerly. 

“More fertilizer has . been’ used 
than last year and still more than 
two years ago, although the quality 
is still inferior from lack of suf- 
ficient potash and much of the bene- 
fit has been lost from leaching or 
from going into plant growth rath- 
er than fruit.”

BUSINESS FAIR 
IN WEEKLY REPORT 
BY BRADSTREET 


Following is the regular weekly 
report on local conditions by the 
Atlanta branch of this concern, as 
sent to the national publication: 

Wholesale and jobbing trade is 
better than fair, money stringency; 
economy and price uncertainty have 
had an adverse effect on both 
wholesale and retail trade. Dis- 
tributors are making efforts to re- 
duce stocks, while buying is featur- 
ed by extreme caution. etail trade 
is fairly good. Heavy advertising 
and large cut price sales have con- 
siderably reduced stocks of mer- 
chandise. Manufacturing is holding 
up fairly well: however, several 
local plants have either closed down 
for a while or have cut their forces 
and production to some extent. Au- 
tomobile dealers report business as 
slow for the past several weeks, but 
there is apparently an opening up 
in these lines and sales have mate- 
rially increased the past week. 


Collections are slow. yet in some 
lines they are better than thev were 
two weeks ago. Money is tight and 
the demand has been heavy. Coun- 
try banks have borrowed more 
than ever before in their history. 
The crest of borrowing has been 
reached. Quite a few country banks 
have been compelled to renew their 
papers. due to the lateness of the 
crops. but relief is apparently in 
sight. @s8 crops are beginning to 
move and payments on these papers 
will soon he commenced. 

The building permits for August 
were below those of July by approx- 
imately $700,000. There was an in- 
crease of eround 100 ner cent in the 
number of bankruptcies over Aug- 
ust. 1919. in the territory covered 
bv this office. These cases were all 
comnarativelv small ones. ; 

Although suffering from excessive 
moisture in many sections, cotton 
improved slightly during the week. 
The weed is large. but apparentiv 
not so well frnited. There are still 
complaints of rust end sheddinc. 
but not nearly so many as lIast 
week. The weevil is damaging the 
ton crop considerably. 

Cotton is ovenine and nicking in 
come sections is -radually becom- 
ine veneral, Pastures are good and 
euttine hav is under wy.

Sugar. 


New York, September 1.—There were no 
new developments in the local raw sugar 
market today, and in the absence of de- 
mand prices remained entirely nominal. 
Moderate quantities of full duty sugars 
were available at 9%4c c. i. f., and it was 
helieved that holders would accept less 
than this if they could find buyers. 

Refined sugar was featureless, with list 
prices unchanged at 16.00 to 17.10 for fine 
eranulated. No improvement appeared in 
the demand for domestic account, and 
what little business is going on is in second 
hand lots, whih are selling at from 15.35 
to 15.50 for fine granulated.

GIVES AUTHORITY 
TO INVESTIGATE : 
DYNAMITING CASE 


Federal authorities would be en- 
tirély justified in investigating the 
dynamiting of a store and gin of 
Durwood and Milton Yarbrough at 
Hogansville last Monday night, in 
the opinion of the district attor- 
ney, who Wednesday declared in a 
letter to Billups Harris, division su- 
perintendent of the federal bureau 
of investigation, that it was appar- 
ent that law-breakers in Pike coun- 
ty intend to defy the authority of 
the government. : 

The district attorney asserted 
that he had ho doubt but that the 
dynamiting was intimately connect- 
ed with prosecutions now pending 
in federal court under the »eonage 
laws. A copy of the district at- 
torney’s letter has been sent to the 
district attorney for the southern 
district of Georgia, at Macon. 

Instances of alleged peonage were 
brought to the attention of the gov- 
ernment several months ago 
when Cornelius Alexander, colored, 
charged in a complaint to the dijs- 
trict attorney that Williard Con- 
nell and others in Pike county were 
guilt yof peonage. The negrv, Al2x- 
ander, was afterwards found slain 
on the property, said to belong to 
the Yarbroughs. 

Investigators probed the affair, 
and concluded that the negro had 
been killed and buried. 

Connell was indicted by the fed- 
eral grand jury on June 19290. 
The indictment charged that Con- 
nell cause dthe arrest of Alexan- 
der in order to return him, to a 
state of peonage. Connell has been 
reelased on $1,500 bond, pending his 
trial, which has not yet been set
